Response to Arguments and Amendments

New Rejections 
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Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

Claims 27-29, 36, 37, 40, 42, 45, 47, 50 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as 
being anticipated by Jansen et al. 

Jansen et al (Nature Medicine, nVol. 4, No. 2, pages 232-235, 1998) teach 
compositions and methods for the treatment of a cancer in a human, and for increasing 
the sensitivity of cancer to one or more chemotherapeutic agents, comprising the 
administration of an antisense oligonucleotide between 10 and 40 nucleobases, which 
antisense is complementary to at least the first codon of the open reading from of SEQ 
iD NO: 19, encoding human Bcl2, and optionally further comprising the administration of 
one or more chemotherapeutic agents (See the abstract on page 232; text and figure 3 
on page 233; text on page 234). 

Double Patenting 

Claims 27-51 are rejected under the judicially created doctrine of obviousness- 
type double patenting as being unpatentable over claims 1,4-7, 9-11, 13, 14, 19, 20, 21 
of U.S. Patent No. 6,040,181. Although the conflicting claims are not identical, they are 
not patentably distinct from each other because both sets of claims are drawn to 
compositions and methods for the treatment of a cancer including a lymphoma in a 
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human, and for increasing the sensitivity of cancer to one or more chemotherapeutic 
agents, comprising the administration of an antisense oligonucleotide between 10 and 
40 nucleobases, which antisense is complementary to a translation-initiation or splicing 
site of Bcl2 of SEQ ID NO: 19, and optionally further comprising the administration of 
one or more chemotherapeutic agents.
